Wilson and Becraft are charged 
vrith taking about $80 worth of furs 
and skins from the Lon Bowles farm, 
northeast of the city. 
The robbery 
took place last night between ten and 
twelve o’clock. 
Mr. Bowles and his 
brother were out coon hunting last 
night and when they returned home, 
found that the shed in which the 
valuable pelts were kept, had been 
rifled. 
They immediately began a search 
and found that a horse and buggy 
had recently traveled over the road 
from their house to this city.

A close watch was 
kept on the barber shop by Deputy 
Kinnear in the hopes that Becraft 
would return. 
Chief McAllister and

you seen Wilson. I understand he is 
in jail and I would like to see him.” 
“Are you Becraft,” a>ked the chief 
of police. 
“Yes.” 
“Well, you can see Wilson, come 
with me.”

In the face of all the evidence both 
men deny all knowledge of the crime 
and maintain that they are innocent. 
Wilson was asked by Sheriff Bebout 
if he would enter a plea of guilty 
and he replied “I will see hell freeze 
over first.” 
Becraft told the sheriff 
that he could 
prove an 
alibi. 
Ile 
stated that he was at home by nine 
o'clock. 
When confronted by tho 
fact that Wilson said he had never 
been at the Bowles home and that he 
had showed him the way, 
Becraft 
still denied his guilt. 
Wilson came 
to this city 
some 
months ago from Greensburg and is 
a barber by trade. H,e was employed 
for some time by Charles Moore and 
then opened a shop of 
his own in 
West Seventh street. 
Becraft lins 
been associated"with Wilson in 
the 
barber shop.

The officers believe 
they have a 
clear case against the two men and 
expect one of them to break down 
and confess. 
The prisoners will in 
all probability be taken before Judge 
Blair Monday morning as this course 
would save considerable time. If not 
taken before the circuit court they 
would have to be arraigned before the 
mayor and bound over to the grand 
jury or court.

INQUIRY STILL 
BEARING FRUIT 


Federal Officers Making Damn­ 


ing Case Against McNamara. 


DETAILS FOB THE GRAND JURY 


It Is Said That When Federal Inquisi­ 
tors Take Up the Case of the Labor 
Union Dynamiters‘They Will Have 
Presented to Them the Most Compre­ 
hensive Record of Criminal Transac­ 
tions Ever Laid Before Such a Body. 


W ashington, Dec. 9.—United States 
District Attorney Aliller of Indianap­ 
olis, who is in charge of the govern­ 
ment’s dynamite investigation in that 
city, has arrived in W ashington for a 
conference with A ssistant Attorney 
General Harr, who is in charge of the 
case here. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 9.—It is said that 
when the grand jury begins on the 
case there will be presented to it the 
most comprehensive record of crim­ 
inal transactions that such a jury was 
ever called upon to consider, the work 
of the experts who are engaged with 
United States District Attorney Miller: 
in marshalling the evidence to be pre­ 
sented in the dynamite investigation to 
the federal grand jury bearing fruit 
every hour. 
It is said that there 
is not a state in The Union to which 
John McNamara, secretary of the iron 
workers’ union, did not send dynamit­ 
ing agents between January, 1906, and 
the time of his arrest with the goods 
on him in this city last April. 
The records will show that the sec­ 
retary of the iron workers paid some 
of these men direct in his office in this 
city; that he used money orders for 
paying others, and that still others 
were paid through a trusted agent who 
held office in a labor organization. 
This man is the one who acted for Mc­ 
Namara with Ortie AIcManigal till it 
was learned that the agent was keep­ 
ing part of the money to which Mc- 
Manigal was entitled, and McNamara 
took upon him self the payments. The 
federal authorities believe that they 
will be able to prove that the work of 
destruction was system atized, that a 
certain amount was paid for certain re­ 
sults and a smaller amount where the 
effort was made and very little or no 
destruction was accomplished. 
There 
is reason to believe that Jim McNa­ 
mara got $750 for the Los Angeles 
Times job. the highest ever paid for a 
single explosion.

TRYING TO SETTLE 


TROUBLES OF GRINA 


Daily Conferences Are Being 
Held at Shanghai. 


Shanghai, Dec. 9.—Wu Ting Fang 
and those who are co-operating with 
him in an attempt to solve tire present 
troubles of China, are holding daily 
conferences here. These are indepen­ 
dent of the conferences of provisional 
delegates at Wuchang, whose delibera­ 
tions Wu Ting Fang and his associates 
Ignore because, as they say, they are 
not officially approved. 
It is alternately reported that Gen­ 
eral Chang ilsun. who commanded the 
imperial troops at Nanking, has been 
murdered at Pukow, and that he has 
inflicted a tremendous defeat with his 
flying army on the revolutionists who 
tried to bar his escape to the north. 
There is now declared to be incon­ 
testable proof that the situation in Pe­ 
king is controlled by a camarilla of 
naval and military officers. 
Many 
brigades are involved and Peking itself 
is threatened. 
Premier Yuan Shih 
Kai’s delays, changes of policy and in­ 
activity are due to his knowledge of 
the existence of this group.* All his 
proceedings, in fact, may be viewed 
with reference to this crowd. 


FAVOR DR. SUN 


American Chinese Express Choice For 
Head of New Republic. 
San Francisco, Dec. 9.—The Chinese 
of North and South America who are 
now taking a vote on their preference 
for a president of the flew Chinese re­ 
public are nearly unanimous for Dr 
Sun. 
The balloting, it is explained here, 
is not to be considered in the nature 
of an election to office, but it is to 
constitute a guide to the rebel chiefs 
here and In China in selecting a leader 
to hold office until the republic is firm­ 
ly established and it is possible to 
hold an election in China. 
This, it is 
said, wdll not take place for at least 
two years. 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, it is an­ 
nounced here,* will reach Shanghai 
Dec. 22. 
It is thought that he wdll be 
named dictator by the leaders at once 
and is expected to take supreme com­ 
mand and bring the warring factions 
together.

The Post Office 
Department 
has 
approved of the Red Cross Seal de­ 
sign, and they may, therefore, in a c ­ 
cordance with order No. 5020 of the 
P ost-Office Department “be affixed to 
the reverse side 
of 
domestic 
mail 
m atter ,** 
Red Cross Seals must be 
placed only on the back of letters and 
not on the address side of any pack­ 
ages that are going through the mail. 
They may be placed anywhere on 
m atter going by express. 
A- many 
seals may be u*ed on the hack of a 
letter or package as may he desired. 
Everyone is urged to u^e them liber­ 
ally, since every seal is a bullet in the 
tight against tuberculosis. 
Care should be exercised iii *end- 
ing merchandise through 
the 
mails 
not to place seals over the string 
with which the package is tied, rince 
this seals the package against in- 
spection and subjects it to ffrri-class 
postage rates. 
Red Cross Seals may be used also
